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The Finance Committee, with the desire to place the Board 
in possession of the amount of moneys required to be appro- 
priated during the year, in addition to that already provided, 
biave made careful examination, and find that $46,300 is 
sibsolately necessary to complete work already authorized. 

It is well known that the sums set apart for Teachers^ sala- 
rieSy incidental expenses of Ward Schools, the Free Academy, 
&o., are barely sufficient to cover the current expenses of the 
year. 

It will thus be seen that the Board will have a balance 
against it, at the close of the year, amounting to at least 
^6,300. (See Exhibit A, annexed.) 

In 1854 the Board of Education found itself so much 
in debt as to be unable to pay the salaries of the Teachers, 
owing to the practice of making appropriations in that and 
previous years, over and above the amount of tax raised for 
School purposes, and, in December of that year, certified to 
the Common Council that a deficiency existed of $198,650, as 
required by Section 19 of the Act, which provides that the 
Common Council shall raise by loan, in anticipation of the 
Annual Tax, such sum or sums as shall be necessary to meet 
such deficiency. In compliance with the law, the Common 
Council provided $125,000 towards such deficiency. In the 
year 1855, when the Board of Education made requisition on 
the Comptroller for the School moneys, he retained the sum of 
$125,000, and assigned as a reason that the money provided 
the year previous, was in anticipation of the Annual School 
Tax of the year 1855. 

The Board demurred to his decision, and contended that the 
law had reference to the tax for general purposes of the city, 
and employed two eminent lawyers to test the matter. 

Application was made to the Supreme Court for a manda- 
mus to be directed to the Comptroller, commanding him to 
place to the credit of the Board of Education the said sum of 
$125,000. 

The Court denied the motion, and held that the Board could 
not expend moneys beyond the limits fixed by the School laws, 
and that "beyond it no legal liability could be created," and 
that the " annual tax" referred to, and in anticipation of which 
this $125,000 was borrowed, is the Annual School Tax, and 
that it was properly reimbursed to the city treasury out of the 
Sohool moneys raised for School purposes for 1855. 

This decision was acquiesced in by the Board of Education* 
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It will thus be seen that a Court of competent jurisdiotion has 
decided that the Board is limited in its expenditures to the 
amount of School moneys raised for the year. 

The equity of such decision is manifest, and deserves the 
attention of every member of this Board when voting for ap- 
propriations, 80 that those most needed may receive the first 
attention, and thus prevent the discreditable system of making 
appropriations after the School moneys of the year have been 
exhausted. 

It has already been shown that a deficiency of $46,300 will 
exist at the close of the year. Such being a fact beyond 
doubt, common honesty, respect for the laws, and for those 
who may succeed as, should at least control the Board suffi- 
ciently to keep the expenses for the remainder of the year 
within the limits of absolute necessity. 

Our people are now engaged in war, no one can tell its du- 
ration, and heavy claims will be made on our tax payers next 
year. It is therefore the duty of all who have the control of 
the moneys of the public, to economize in their expenditure.

The Executive Committee on Free Academy respectfully 
report : 

That, for several years past, Augustus H. Ward, Esq., a 
benevolent and public spirited citizen of New- York, in addition 
to having made a permanent arrangement for the distribution 
of twenty medals to certain graduates of the Free Academy, 
has given money prizes to the recipients of sundry medals, 
which, in the aggregate, amount to no inconsiderable sum. 
These prizes have exerted a wholesome influence on the stu- 
dents, exciting amongst them a worthy emulation, and stimu- 
ting them to increased exertions in the prosecution of their 
various studies. Your Committee are happy in the belief that 
these donations of Mr. Ward are prompted solely by a desire 
to promote the interests of the institution, whose welfare and 
prosperity have a deep hold on his ailfections.

§ 135. In all Grammar Departments in which the average 
attendance of the previous year has not exceeded 120, and in 
all Primary Schools and Departments in which said average 
has not exceeded 240, there shall be no allowance for salary for 
a Vice- Principal. 

i 136. In no Primary School or Department, known and 
recognized as such by this Board, shall there be employed 
more than one Principal and one Vice-Principal. 

§ 137. The amount of salaries now paid to teachers of 
Colored Schools, to teachers of Ward Schools Nos. 31 and 
62, and to teachers of special subjects in the Ward Schools or 
Primaries, shall not be increased without the consent of this 
Board.
